3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
show or fairly suggest a receiver (a switching circuit, a control circuit, television) and a method 
having the combinations as claimed, including a first input for receiving a first signal, a second 
input for receiving a second signal, a switching circuit with at least two first switches to be 
activated in a first mode and with at least two second switches to be activated in a second mode, 
and a control circuit for controlling the switching circuit, characterized in that at least one of the 
first switches and at least one of the second switches together isolate at least one of the inputs 
from the other, with the control circuit supplying a first control signal to the first switches and 
supplying a second control signal to the second switches, as recited in the claims.
